Canadian Gold Coins—Not for Americans

OTTAWA—(NEA)—Canada’s Royal Mint 
has issued gold and silver coin presentation 
sets to commemorate the centennial of con­ 
federation, but U.S. collectors are legally 
able to buy only the silver. 
Seems the gold set includes a $20 gold 
piece and a 1962 executive order states that 
no gold coins may be imported into the 
United States without a license issued by 
the Office of Domestic Gold and Silver 
Operation (ODGSO). 
And it further provides that the coins in 
question be of exceptional n u m i s m a t i c 
value. 
The silver set, however, will still be con­ 
sidered a collector’s item. It contains the 
six subsidiary coins from one cent to one 
dollar plus a sterling silver medallion in 
place of the gold piece, beautifully housed 
in a red cowhide case. 
Unfortunately, the ODGSO considers the 
gold piece a medallion, created expressly 
for collectors and not for circulation—which 
would seem to eliminate it as a coin of “ex­ 
ceptional numismatic value.” 
Collectors who feel they must at least try 
to purchase one of these gold presentation 
sets should apply to ODGSO, Treasury De­ 
partment, Washington, D.C., for an import 
license. The request will be denied but it 
is better than trying to avoid the refusal by 
sending an order direct to the mint and 
having it returned. 
Canadian officials recognize that U.S. citi­ 


zens may not own one of these coins legally 
and they have served notice that orders will 
not be accepted from residents of the United 
States. 
This should, once and for all, close the 
case of the Canadian Centennial $20 gold 
piece, but it doesn’t. The ODGSO has been 
known to reverse a decision in the past 
and it is conceivable that it wUl again. Re­ 
cently, the ODGSO denied applications to 
import a South African gold coin the year 
it was minted, but reversed itself the follow­ 
ing year and approved the same applications. 
So there is still a glimmer of hope for the 
Canadian coin. 
In the meantime, consider the three re­ 
maining Centennial coin projects that are 
available to U.S. collectors without an import 
license. 
As in previous years the mint will issue 
an uncirculated mint set for 1967 contain­ 
ing the six subsidiary coins from one cent 
to one dollar, each bearing a wildlife design 
on the reverse and the effigy of Queen 
Elizabeth II on the obverse. These sets may 
be purchased in quantities of one, three or 
five at $4 each. 
The Centennial medallion is sterling silver 
and measures \ xk inches in diameter. The 
obverse depicts the Shield of Canada and 
the reverse the Centennial symbol. It is 
housed in its own presentation case at $3. 
The silver presentation set looks a lot like 
the set illustrated except the gold coin has 
been replaced with the sterling silver medal­ 
lion. The price per set is $12. 
Orders will be accepted until Sept. 30, postal money order or draft in Canadian 
1967, and should be accompanied by a check, funds made payable to the Receiver General

Scenes for the movie are 
being filmed right where they 
happened—in the same farm­ 
house, in the same corners of 
the same rooms where four 
members of a popular and re­ 
spected f a m i l y met their 
deaths eight years ago. 
Scenes in which the killers, 
Perry 
Smith 
and 
Richard 
Hickock, are riding across 
Kansas on their grisly mis­ 
sion are filmed—not in a 
Hollywood studio—but from 
within a car traveling the 
identical route. 
Even “Babe," the broad- 
backed, big-footed workhorse 
that once bore Nancy Clutter 
and her friend Susan Kidwell 
on summer jaunts, now plods 
docilely before arc lights and 
boom mikes, two eager young 
actresses on her back.

But the penchant for au­ 
thenticity h e l d by writer- 
director R i c h a r d Brooks, 
which 
has 
the 
quadruple 
murders resurrected in the 
eyes of the world, is not caus­ 
ing fresh trauma among the 
residents of dusty 
Finney 
County. Inevitably, the cluck 
of tongues has been replaced 
by the clink of cash registers 
as motels and restaurants fill 
with movie people, newsmen 
and a few additional curious 
tourists. And the roster of 
movie extras chosen from 
local residents includes some 
former 
neighbors 
and 
ac­ 
quaintances of the Herbert 
Clutter family, who lived and 
died a half mile west of the 
little town of Holcomb near 
Garden City. 
But there is reaction, and 
dissent, much of it directed at 
those who show a lack of the 
same. Most objection is done 
with more calculated reason­ 


ing than that of the drunk 
who charged into the Garden 
City T e l e g r a m demanding 
where he could find “that guy 
making the movie,” so he 
could t e l l him what he 
thought of a person making 
money off dead people. 
And there was the letter to 
the editor that appeared in 
the Telegram, calling author 
of the book, Truman Capote, 
an ass, writer-director Brooks 
an idiot, and anyone associ­ 
ated with either the book or 
the movie “carrion.” 
Among the more responsi­ 
ble criticisms is that of Bill 
Brown, wi r y , opinionative 
editor of the Telegram. Brown 
claims no malice toward the 
movie company or Brooks, 
but regrets former mourners 
of the Clutters, “jumping on 
the 
bandwagon, 
out there 
grubbing for parts in the 
film.” 
Defense of the movie is 


done from the standpoint of 
“message” by Columbia Pic­ 
tures personnel and local par­ 
ticipants. 
“Look,” says Brooks, jab­ 
bing with a well-chewed pipe 
for emphasis, “there are any 
number of other stories I 
could have done that would 
have made a hell of a lot 
more money than this one and 
been a lot less trouble to 
film.” 
But there is worth in the 
film, he maintains, that justi­ 
fies doing it. That worth he 
describes as a “promotion of 
understanding of what makes 
these 
things 
(the 
Clutter 
murders) happen.” 
Among local residents play­ 
ing parts in the production is 
Mrs. Lloyd Joyce, long-time 
Finney Countian and a for­ 
mer acquaintance of the Clut­ 
ters. She is playing the part 
of Myrt Clare, peppery post­ 
mistress of Holcomb, 
and 


ascribes to herself none of 
the opportunism that dissi­ 
dents claim. 
“Herb Clutter was a re­ 
markable 
man,” 
she says, 
“but to me this is a dramatic 
production apart from the act 
itself. I think it can do a lot 
of good. I think the reason 
the book was written is that 
it is a study of two human 
beings and the reasons they 
did this.” 
Editor B r o w n scoffs at 
claims of high-minded moti­ 
vation in the film project. 
“Let’s face it,” he says, 
“they’re doing the picture to 
make money, just as the book 
was written to make money. 
I haven’t got a thing against 
making a buck, we all try to 
do it, but I object to anyone 
claiming they are doing it 
simply because of the good 
it’s going to accomplish.” 
In Holcomb itself, reaction 
to most anything connected 
with the Clutters has long 
since cooled or been numbed. 
The book and Capote’s de­ 
scriptions of the little town 
and its people were “basical­ 
ly accurate,” says a resident, 
the former Mrs. Paul Helm, 
whose late husband was em­ 
ployed by Herb Clutter. 
And the movie? 
“The actual happening was 
so terrible, this is nothing by 
comparison,” she said, sitting 
in her living room a half mile 
from what used to be the 
Clutter 
farmhouse, 
where 
filming is grinding on. 
“I don’t even know they are 
out there,” she said. “As far 
as I’m concerned, it’s just 
another job that has come to 
the area.” 
If others have not quite 
managed to disassociate them­ 
selves so effectively from the 
Clutter case by this time, at 
least her general viewpoint 
seems to be more the rule 
than the exception. 
Life goes on in western 
Kansas, and right now in 
this wheat-producing but sun- 
parched prairie a pregnant- 
looking rain cloud holds a 
lot more interest than a whole 
corral full of movie types.

WASHINGTON—(N E A)— 
The stereotype of a southern 
senator still is of a blustering 
sort who s t a n d s for good 
B o u r b o n 
and 
southern 
sovereignty and has a name 
which sounds something like 
Wingate P. Phoghorn. 
Fred Allen, remember, used 
to trip down Allen’s Alley for 
chats with a Senator Clag- 
horn. 
Red Skelton has the 
caricature of a San Fernando 
Red, the gray-goateed politi­ 
cian who begins speeches, 
“Mah friends, and yo’ arh 
mah friends, ’cause nobody’s 
gonna t e l l me who mah 
friends arh.” 
The image makes Howard 
Baker laugh. He is the new 
senator from Tennessee, a 
moderate Republican no less. 
He chuckles at occasional 
Yankees who ask his stand 
on civil rights in one breath 
and make prejudicial state­ 
ments about southern politi­ 
cians in another. 
“I don’t even use southern 
similes,” the former Knoxville 
attorney said, “and I’m from 
the hill country of east Ten­ 
nessee.” He was asked for 
an example. 
“Well, I might have de­ 
scribed my first day in the 
chamber as being as nervous 
as a long-tailed cat in a room 
full of rocking chairs, but I’m 
just not the type. 


“Rather,” he added wryly, 
T was more eager than a 
hound dog in a meat factory.” 
Howard H. Baker Jr., 41, 
serving in his first elected 
office, has quickly destroyed 
any mint julep or coonskin 
cap image in his few months 
in Washington. 
A stylish dresser, his man­ 
ner is direct and engrossing 
and his rhetoric is crisp and 
refreshing. 
In the company of noted Re­ 
publicans at capital functions, 
Baker has shone brightly to 
the total surprise of many 
who were r e a d y for just 
another new southern politi­ 
cian. 
In short, m a n y here al­ 
ready believe Baker to be the 
brightest political figure to 
come out of the South in 
years. 
“This man is going to do 
quite well,” said Rep. Charles 
Halleck (Ind.), former House 
Republican leader. “Just look 
at what he did in Tennessee.” 
Last November Baker de­ 
feated two-time Democratic 
Governor Frank Clement by 
100,000 votes. Clement had 
beaten incumbent Ross Bass 
In the primary while in the 
Republican Senate primary 
Baker was thumping Kenneth 
Roberts, who managed Barry 
Goldwater’s Tennessee cam­ 
paign In 1904. 
Baker got buried in the

But until last Novem­ 
ber, Tennessee had never be­ 
fore e l e c t e d a Republican 
senator. 
“I suppose a public career 


for me was inevitable,” Bake, 
said. 
Both his Republican 
father and mother served in 
the House of Representatives.

Fifteen years ago Baker was 
married 
to 
J o y 
Dirksen, 
daughter of one Sen. Everett 
Dirksen of Illinois. 
“And just the other day,”

John Sherman 
Cooper, R-Ky. He was born 
in Somerset, Ky., my father’s 
birthplace. We found out we 
are fourth cousins.”

get-togethers here, does Dirk­ 
sen, orator supreme, bring 
Senate decorum home? Would 
he, for example, say, “The 
senator from Illinois wishes 
the senator from Tennessee 
would pass the green beans”? 
“No,” said Baker, “but he 
frequently orates.” 
Once a Dirksen dinner dis­ 
course was too much for 
Cynthia Baker, 10. After he’d 
finished she said, “Grandpa, 
you sound like Mr. Ed, the 
talking horse on television.” 
“That day,” Baker cracked, 
“I became more a speaker, 
less an orator.” 
Baker’s neat style, his spec­ 
tacular victory in Tennessee 
and the rising political prom­ 
inence of his state have made 
him the object of some woo- 
pitching by GOP leaders and 
current presidential possibili­ 
ties.

How to Lift 1500 Pounds: 
Wear Army 'Hardiman Gear 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. (A N F )— Man may someday be able 
to lift 1500 pounds w ith ease, aided by a mechanical skeleton. 
The U. S. A rm y M obility Equipm ent Command’s Engineer 
Research and Development L aboratories here is experiment­ 
ing wi h “ H ardim an,” a m echanical muscle device, which 
resem bles the general hum an configuration. 
A soldier, standing inside 
the 
structure, would make 
Hardiman mimic 
his move­ 
ments by manipulating me­ 
chanical circuitry linked with 
sensors. 
The device would enable 
soldier 
to 
lift, lower, and 
walk with 1500-pound weights 
under field conditions. Har- 
diman’s “arm s” and prong­ 
like hands would carry the 
load. 
As the Hardiman project 
is 
presently conceived, the 
mechanical structure would 
multiply the strength of the 
soldier-operator through 
a 
mechanical hydraulic system 
in a ratio up to 25-to-l. Thus 
to lift 1500 pounds, the op­ 
erator would actually apply 
a force of 60 pounds. 
A research prototype unit 
is scheduled for machine and 
human factor design studies 
in

The Shape O f A Tomato 


mense fruits. Some gardeners 
will grow no other slicing 
t o ma t o . 
Other 
gardeners 
wouldn’t grow Ponderosa if it 
meant they grew no tomatoes. 
Controversy has raged for years 
about its mild flavor. 
Earliana is an example of a 
tomato with deep oblate shape. 
This variety is grown not only 
for its early fruiting but also 
for medium size, uniform fruits 
and heavy productivity. 
T h e 
globe-form 
tomatoes 
dominate the field. Here belong 
such popular varieties as Prit­ 
chard and Rutgers, Jubilee, 
John Baer and Bonny Best. 
Mar globe was named partly 
for its shape — the deep globe 
shown at the bottom of the 
left column in the illustration.

This is how the judge ruled; Yes: He held that malpractice 
is the failure of a doctor to exercise that degree of care, skill 
and diligence required of him; that there need not be a doctor- 
patient relationship for a malpractice suit. Therefore, by not 
having started the action within the time prescribed for a mal­ 
practice suit, concluded the judge, Harry’s action had to be 
dismissed.

SOVIET AGREEMENTS ARE LIKE DRY WATER 
“ Sincere diplomacy is no more possible than 
dry water” - Stalin 
In 1955, the Internal Security Subcommittee of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee published 
a 
study of the treaty record of the Soviet Union 
covering the years since the Bolsheviks seized 
power in Russia in 1917. 
This staff study was part of the subcommittee’s 
examination of the strategy and tactics of world 
agreements involving peace, accord and fra­ 
ternity, collaboration, friendship and neutrality, 
diplomatic recognition, frontier disputes, non­ 
aggression pacts, conferences of conciliation, 
mutual aid, renunciation of war, and inter­ 
national promises to the peoples of the entire 
world - such as the Atlantic Charter. 
The 
subcommittee 
staff studied nearly 
a 
thousand 
treaties and agreements of the types 
just cited; 
bilateral and multilateral pacts 
v ich the Soviets have entered into with other 
c mntries. 
The Senate group found that in the 38 yearc 
between the Bolshevik seizure of power in the 
Soviet 
Union and the date of the report, the 
government of the USSR had broken its word 
to nearly every country with which it signed 
an agreement. 
The subcommittee chairman, Sen. James East­ 
land noting the treachery which inevitably has 
followed 
treaty 
agreements made by the 
Russians, wrote: 
(“ The Soviet Union) signed 
prom ises to refrain from 
revolutionary 
activity inside the countries with which 
it 
sought ‘friendship,* and then cynically broke 
those prom ises. 
It was violating the 
first 
agreement it ever signed with the United States 
at the very moment the Soviet envoy, Lit­ 
vinov, was putting his signature to 
that 
agreement . . .It broke the prom ises it made 
to the Western nations during previous meet­ 
ings ‘at the summit* in Teheran and Yalta. 
^It broke lend-lease agreements offered to it by 
“the United 
States in order to keep Stalin from 
surrendering to the Nazis. 
It violated the 
charter of the United Nations. 
It keeps no 
international prom ises at all unless doing so 
is clearly advantageous to the Soviet Union.’* 
After the 
Senate 
Internal 
Security Sub­ 
committee completed the study, Senator East­ 
land remarked; 
“ I seriously doubt whether 
during the whole history of civilization any 
great nation has ever made as perfidious a 
record as this in so short a tim e.” 
That such a national policy was followed by 
Moscow was revealed by Bainbridge Colby, 
Woodrow Wilson’s Secretary of State, who 
said: 
“ The existing regime in Russia is based 
upon the negation of every principle of honor 
and good faith. 
“The responsible leaders of the regime have 
frequently and openly boasted that they are 
willing to sign agreements and undertakings 
with foreign powers while not having 
the 
slightest 
intention of observing such under­ 
takings or carrying out such agreem ents.” 
The Defense Department released the ver­ 
batim text of a statement by Major General 
Harlan C. Parks, USAF, in which the general 
revealed what he described as “ monumental 
evidence” of the “ complete insincerity, of the 
Chinese and Korean communists who 
had 
signed the Korean arm istice. 
General Parks pc nted out that at the time the 
Korean arm istice was signed in July of 1953, 
the Chinese and North Korean communists had 
neither an air force nor usable airfields. He 
cited evidence of radar observations and testi­ 
mony of defecting North Korean aviators to 
prove that the communists began immediately 
to rebuild the air force, in direct 
violation 
of the arm istice agreement. As ultimate proof, 
he cited unprovoked attacks against United 
Nations, aircraft by “ illegally introduced air­ 
craft.” 
As a senior member of the United 
Nations 
Command, General Parks made his protests 
<t a meeting of the Korean arm istice com­ 
mission. 
He charged that the Czech and Po- 
P sh communist members of the so-called Neu- 
tral Nations Commission, charged with insuring 
compliance with the arm istice, had “ vetoed 
inspection trips to North Korea when they were 
°bie to do so, stalled the inspections they could 
not prevent, and practiced outright collusion 
wltii their Chinese and North Korean comrades 
to conceal evidence of treaty violations.” 
When the Senate Internal Security 
Subcom­ 
mittee published the first edition of its study 
of Soviet political agreements and their re­ 
sults, chairman Eastland summed up the de­ 
plorable Russian record in his foreword to the 
publication. 
He surveyed the latest 
Russian 
performance in regard to treaties with other 
countries, and found there had been no change 
in the historic Red policy. As bluntly admitted 
by oc'snnnm ot leaders, theirs is a policy where­ 


by the Kremlin and its puppets lie and deceive 
whenever and wherever necessary to advance 
the cause of world communism. 
The subcommittee chairman concluded: 
“ This brings me to the fundamental issues 
that face the peoples of the world in connection 
with any effort to arrive at a workable agree­ 
ment with communism. 
“ Is the signature of any communist govern­ 
ment on any document worth the paper it is 
written on? 
“ When a communist government does sign an 
agreement, what can noncommunist nations do 
to see that the agreement is kept? 
“ Until we can find satisfactory answers to these 
questions, 
it is futile to direct our efforts 
toward adding to the accumulation of documents 
which have 
already been signed and violated 
by the USSR and other communist countries.” 
At the time the report was first assembled and 
published, Americans were being assured that 
there was some new , hopeful thing called “the 
spirit of Geneva” which would evoke a different 
response by the Soviets to their obligations. 
The Soviets began propagating the theory that 
former 
leader, 
Stalin, 
was personally re­ 
sponsible for those features of the Soviet re­ 
gime repugnant to the Western dem ocracies. 
The minions of the Left in America took up 
the “ line.” A group of self-styled “ prominent 
Am ericans” petitioned the Supreme Court to stop 
the government from proceeding with legal action 
against the Communist Party under the Internal 
Security Act of 1950. 
Their argument alleged 
that the new attitude of the Soviet Union changed 
the situation; that because Soviet communism 
no longer fostered aggression, the Reds in 
America no longer presented the “ clear and 
present danger” found to exist when the court 
upheld the Smith Act. 
President Eisenhower rushed to the “ summit” 
at Geneva. 
Then, after the Kremlin began im­ 
mediately to violate its agreements made at 
Geneva, the President apologized for the Rus­ 
sians, saying that “ efforts are being made” in 
Moscow “ to eradicate some of the evils of 
an earlier period.” 
During the time gullible 
Americans 
were 
lapping up Soviet propaganda about the “ spirit 
of Geneva,” communist espionage in America 
was being revealed by arrests of Soviet agents, 
communist planes shot down an American trans­ 
port over the East China Sea, and Americans 
were dying in Red 
prison 
camps while their 
captors shredded Washington’s 
notes 
of 
protest. 
Because of the broad gullibility American 
leaders displayed just prior to, during, and fol­ 
lowing the disastrous Geneva conferences during 
the Eisenhower Administration, the chairman of 
the 
Senate 
Internal 
Security Subcommittee 
ordered the report on Soviet political agree­ 
ments and results to be printed again. 
This 
time he added to his foreword the obvious con­ 
clusion which had escaped so many American 
officials: 
“ Communism is not an evil thing only because 
it has been controlled by evil men since it first 
rose in power in 1917. 
“ It is organically evil. 
You must renounce 
‘bourgeois morality,* you must become an evil 
man before you can become a good communist. 
You must be a liar, a cheat, and probably a 
spy, before you can represent a communist 
nation in international diplomacy. 
You must 
have no more regard for honor when you sign 
an agreement on behalf of your country than 
a forger does when he puts a name on a check.” 
This, Chairman Eastland pointed out, is the 
basic meaning of the facts assembled in this 
study of the Soviet treaty record. 
The distinguished Senator concluded his re­ 
vised foreword with this observation: 
“ As far as the communists were concerned, 
the ‘spirit of Geneva* was just as fraudulent 
as the spirit of Yalta, or Teheran, or any other 
international meeting attended by Red con­ 
spirators. 
“ We will never come to grips with historic 
reality until those who hold the levers of Western 
power have the moral and intellectual courage 
to confront this single, monstrous fact.”

SOVIET AGREEMENTS ARE LIKE DRY WATER 
“ Sincere diplomacy is no more possible than 
dry water'* - Stalin 
In 1955, the Internal Security Subcommittee of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee published 
a 
study of the treaty record of the Soviet Union 
covering the years since the Bolsheviks seized 
power in Russia in 1917. 
This staff study was partof the subcommittee's 
examination of the strategy and tactics of world 
agreements involving peace, accord and fra­ 
ternity, collaboration, friendship and neutrality, 
diplomatic recognition, frontier disputes, non­ 
aggression pacts, conferences of conciliation, 
mutual aid, renunciation of war, and inter­ 
national prom ises to the peoples of the entire 
world - such as the Atlantic Charter. 
The 
subcommittee 
staff studied nearly 
a 
thousand 
treaties and agreements of the types 
just cited; 
bilateral and multilateral pacts 
v ich the Soviets have entered into with other 
c en tries. 
Tbs Senate group found that in the 38 yearf 
between the Bolshevik seizure of power in the 
Soviet 
Union and the date of the report, the 
government of the USSR had broken its word 
to nearly every country with which it signed 
an agreement. 
The subcommittee chairman, Sen. James East­ 
land noting tN* treachery which inevitably has 
followed 
treaty 
agreements made by the 
Russians, wrote; 
(“ The Soviet Union) signed 
promises to refrain from 
revolutionary 
activity inside the countries with which 
it 
sought 'friendship,' and then cynically broke 
those prom*see. 
It was violating the 
first 
agreement it ever signed with the United States 
at the very moment the Soviet envoy, Lit­ 
vinov, was putting his signature to 
that 
agreement . , .It broke the prom ises it made 
to the Western nations during previous m eet- 
IlnfS ‘it the summit' in Teheran and Yalta. 
It broke lend-lease agreements offered to it by 
the United 
States in order to keep Stalin from 
surrendering to the Nazis. 
It violated the 
charter of the United Nations. 
It keeps no 
international prom ises at all unless doing so 
is clearly advantageous to the Soviet Union." 
After the 
Senate 
Internal 
Security Sub­ 
committee completed the study, Senator East­ 
land remarked; 
“ I seriously doubt whether 
during the whole history of civilization any 
great nation has ever made as perfidious a 
record as this in so short a tim e." 
That such a national policy was followed by 
Moscow was 
revealed by Bainbridge Colby, 
Woodrow W ilson's Secretary of State, who 
said: 
“ The existing regime in Russia is based 
upon the negation of every principle of honor 
and good faith. 
“The responsible leaders of the regime have 
frequently and openly boasted that they are 
willing to sign agreements and undertakings 
with foreign powers while not having 
the 
slightest 
intention of observing such under­ 
takings or carrying out such agreem ents." 
The Defense Department released the ver­ 
batim text of a statement by Major General 
Harlan C. Parks, USAF, in which the general 
revealed what he described as “ monumental 
evidence" of the “ complete insincerity, of the 
Chinese and Korean communists who 
had 
signed the Korean arm istice. 
General Parks pointed out that at the time the 
Korean arm istice was signed in July of 1953, 
the Chinese and North Korean communists had 
neither an air force nor usable airfields. He 
cited evidence of radar observations and testi­ 
mony of defecting North Korean aviators to 
prove that the communists began immediately 
to rebuild the air force, in direct 
violation 
of the arm istice agreement. As ultimate proof, 
he cited unprovoked attacks against United 
Nations, aircraft by “ illegally introduced air­ 
craft." 
As a senior member of the United 
Nations 
('otnmand. General Parks made his protests 
it a meeting of the Korean arm istice com ­ 
mission. 
He charged that the Czech and Po­ 
lish communist members of the so-called Neu­ 
tral Nations Commission, charged with insuring 
compliance with the arm istice, had “ vetoed 
inspection trips to North Korea when they were 
tble to do so, stalled the inspections they could 
not prevent, and practiced outright collusion 
With their Chinese and North Korean comrades 
to conceal evidence of treaty violations." 
When the Senate Internal Security 
Subcom­ 
mittee published the first edition of its study 
of Soviet political agreements and their re­ 
sults, chairman Eastland summed up the de­ 
plorable Russian record in his foreword to the 
publication. 
Ho surveyed the latest 
Russian 
performance in regard to treaties with other 
countries, and found there had been no change 
ii t o lh o ri<) Red policy. As bluntly admitted 
by comm* n ot leaders, theirs is a policy where- 
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by the Kremlin and its puppets lie and deceive 
whenever and wherever necessary to advance 
the cause of world communism. 
The subcommittee chairman concluded: 
“ This brings me to the fundamental issues 
that face the peoples of the world in connection 
with any effort to arrive at a workable agree­ 
ment with communism. 
“ Is the signature of any communist govern­ 
ment on any document worth the paper it is 
written on? 
“ When a communist government does sign an 
agreement, what can noncommunist nations do 
to see that the agreement is kept? 
“ Until we can find satisfactory answers to these 
questions, it is futile to direct our efforts 
toward adding to the accumulation of documents 
which have 
already been signed and violated 
by the USSR and other communist countries." 
At the time the report was first assembled and 
published, Americans were being assured that 
there was some new, hopeful thing called “ the 
spirit of Geneva" which would evoke a different 
response by the Soviets to their obligations. 
The Soviets began propagating the theory that 
former 
leader, 
Stalin, 
was personally re­ 
sponsible for those features of the Soviet re­ 
gime repugnant to the Western dem ocracies. 
The minions of the Left in America took up 
the “ line." A group of self-styled “ prominent 
Americans" petitioned the Supreme Court to stop 
the government from proceeding with legal action 
against the Communist Party under the Internal 
Security Act of 1950. 
Their argument alleged 
that the new attitude of the Soviet Union changed 
the situation; that because Soviet communism 
no longer fostered aggression, the Reds In 
America no longer presented the “clear and 
present danger" found to exist when the court 
upheld the Smith Act. 
President Eisenhower rushed to the “ summit" 
at Geneva. 
Then, after the Kremlin began im­ 
mediately to violate its agreements made at 
Geneva, the President apologized for the Rus­ 
sians, saying that “ efforts are being made" in 
Moscow “ to eradicate some of the evils of 
an earlier period." 
During the time gullible 
Americans 
were 
lapping up Soviet propaganda about the “ spirit 
of Geneva," communist espionage in America 
was being revealed by arrests of Soviet agents, 
communist planes shot down an American trans­ 
port over the East China Sea, and Americans 
were dying in Red 
prison 
camps while their 
captors shredded Washington's 
notes 
of 
protest. 
Because of the broad gullibility American 
leaders displayed Just prior to, during, and fol­ 
lowing the disastrous Geneva conferences during 
the Eisenhower Administration, the chairman of 
the 
Senate 
Internal 
Security Subcommittee 
ordered the report on Soviet political agree­ 
ments and results to be printed again. 
This 
time he added to his foreword the obvious con- , 
elusion which had escaped so many American \ 
officials: 
“ Communism is not an evil thing only because 
it has been controlled by evil men since it first 
rose in power in 1917. 
“ It is organically evil. 
You must renounce 
'bourgeois morality,' you must become an evil 
man before you can become a good communist. 
You must be a liar, a cheat, and probably a 
spy, before you can represent a communist 
nation in international diplomacy. 
You must 
have no more regard for honor when you sign 
an agreement on behalf of your country than 
a forger does when he puts a name on a check." 
This, Chairman Eastland pointed out, is the 
basic meaning of the facts assem bled in this 
study of the Soviet treaty record. 
The distinguished Senator concluded his re­ 
vised foreword with this observation: 
“ As far as the communists were concerned, 
the ‘spirit of Geneva' was just as fraudulent 
as the spirit of Yalta, or Teheran, or any other 
international meeting attended by Red con­ 
spirators. 
“ We xviii never come to grips with historic 
reality until those who hold the levers of Western 
power have the moral and intellectual courage 
to confront this single, monstrous fact."_______

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Canadian Gold Coins—Not for Americans

OTTAWA—(NEA)—Canada’s Royal Mint 
has issued gold and silver coin presentation 
sets to commemorate the centennial of con­ 
federation, but U.S. collectors are legally 
able to buy only the silver. 
Seems the gold set includes a $20 gold 
piece and a 1962 executive order states that 
no gold coins may be imported into the 
United States without a license issued by 
the Office of Domestic Gold and Silver 
Operation (ODGSO). 
And it further provides that the coins in 
question be of exceptional n u m i s m a t i c 
value. 


The silver set, however, will still be con­ 
sidered a collector’s item. It contains the 
six subsidiary coins from one cent to one 
dollar plus a sterling silver medallion in 
place of the gold piece, beautifully housed 
in a red cowhide case. 


Unfortunately, the ODGSO considers the 
gold piece a medallion, created expressly 
for collectors and not for circulation—which 
would seem to eliminate it as a coin of “ex­ 
ceptional numismatic value.” 
Collectors who feel they must at least try 
to purchase one of these gold presentation 
sets should apply to ODGSO, Treasury De­ 
partment, Washington, D C., for an import 
license. The request will be denied but it 
is better than trying to avoid the refusal by 
sending an order direct to the mint and 
having it returned. 


Canadian officials recognize that U.S. citi­ 


zens may not own one of these coins legally 
and they have served notice that orders will 
not be accepted from residents of the United 
States 
This should, once and for all, close the 
case of the Canadian Centennial $20 gold 
piece, but it doesn’t. The ODGSO has been 
known to reverse a decision in the past 
and it is conceivable that it wUI again. Re­ 
cently, the ODGSO denied applications to 
import a South African gold coin the year 
it was minted, but reversed itself the follow­ 
ing year and approved the same applications. 
So there is still a glimmer of hope for the 
Canadian coin. 
In the meantime, consider the three re­ 
maining Centennial coin projects that are 
available to U.S. collectors without an import 
license.

Quite shamefully our govern­

'Super-Soldier' Tested 


How to Lift 1500 Pounds: 
Wear Army Hardiman' Gear 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. (A N F)—Man may someday be able 
to lift 1500 pounds with ease, aided by a mechanical skeleton. 
The U.S. Army Mobility Equipment Command’s Engineer 
Research and Development Laboratories here is experiment­ 
ing wi h “Hardiman,” a mechanical muscle device, which 
resemb’es the general human configuration. 
A soldier, standing inside 
the 
structure, would make 
Hardiman mimic his move­ 
ments by manipulating me­ 
chanical circuitry linked with 
sensors. 
The device would enable 
soldier 
to 
lift, lower, and 
walk with 1500-pound weights 
under field conditions. Har- 
diman’s “arm s” and prong­ 
like hands would carry the 
load. 
As the Hardiman project 
is 
presently conceived, the 
mechanical structure would 
multiply the strength of the 
soldier-operator through 
a 
mechanical hydraulic system 
in a ratio up to 25-to-l. Thus 
to lift 1500 pounds, the op­ 
erator would actually apply 
a force of 60 pounds. 
A research prototype unit 
is scheduled for machine and 
human factor design studies 
in 
1968, following delivery 
from General 
Electric Co., 
Schenectady, N. Y.

Canadian Gold Coins— Not for Americans

tNEAi— C anada's Royal Mint 
has issued gold and silver coin presentation 
sets to com m em orate the cen tenn ial of con* 
fed e ra tio n , but U.S. collectors are legally 
able to buy only the silver. 
S eem s the gold set includes a $20 gold 
piece an d a 1962 executive o rd e r states thai 
no gold coins may be im p orted into the 
U nited States without a license issued by 
the O ffice of Domestic Gold and Silver 
O p eration (ODGSO). 
A nd it further provides th a t the coins in 
q u estion be of exceptional n u m i s m a t i c 
value. 


T he silver set, however, will still be con­ 
sidered a collector's item . It contains the 
six s u b s id e r ) coins from one cent to one 
dollar plus a sterling silver medallion in 
place of the gold piece, beautifully housed 
in a red cowhide case. 


U nfortunately, the ODGSO considers the 
gold piece a medallion, created expressly 
for collectors and not for circulation 
which 
w ould seem to eliminate it as a coin of ‘ ex­ 
ceptional numismatic value." 


Collectors who feel they must at least try 
to p urch ase one of these gold presentation 
sets should apply to ODGSO, T reasury De­ 
p a rtm e n t. Washington, D.C., for an import 
license, The request will be denied but it 
is b e tte r than trying to avoid the refusal by 
sen din g an order direct to the mint and 
havin g it returned. 


C anadian officials recognize that U.S. citi­ 


zens may not own one of these coins legally 
and they have served notice that orders will 
not he accepted from residents of the United 
States. 
This should, once and for all. close the 
rase of the Canadian C entennial $20 gold 
piece, but it doesn’t. The OIH.SO has been 
known to reverse a decision in the past 
and it is conceivable th a t It will again. Re­ 
cently, the ODGSO denied applications to 
im port a South African gold coin the year 
it was minted, but reversed i ts e lf the follow* 
ing year and approved the same applications. 
So th ere is still a glim m er of hope for the 
Canadian coin. 
In th e m eantim e, consider the three re­ 
m aining Centennial coin projects that arc 
available to U.S. collectors w ithout an Import

As in previous y ears th e m int will issue 
an uncirculated m int set for 1967 contain­ 
ing th e six subsidiary coins from one cent 
to one dollar, each bearin g a wildlife design 
on the reverse and th e effigy of Queen 
Elizabeth II on the obverse.

T he Centennial m edallion is sterling silver 
and m easures I Vi inches in diam eter.

It is 
housed in its own p resentation case at $3. 
The silver presentation set looks a lot like 
th e set illustrated except the gold coin has 
been replaced with the sterling silver m edal­ 
lion.

How to Lift 1500 Pounds: 
SSS Wear Army Hardiman' Gear 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. (A N F)- Man may someday be able 
to lift 1500 pounds with ease, aided by a mechanical skeleton. 
The U. S. Army Mobility Equipment Command’s Engineer 
Research and Development Laboratories here la experiment, 
ing w i h “ Iiardiman," a mechanical muscle device, which 
resem ble the general human configuration. 
A soldier, standing inside 
the structure, would 
make 
Hardiman mimic his move­ 
ments by manipulating me­ 
chanical circuitry linked with 
tensors. 
The device would enable 
soldier to 
lift, lower, and 
walk with 1500-pound weights 
under field conditions. Har- 
diman’s “arms" and prong- 
like hands would carry the 
load. 
As the Hardiman project 
is 
presently conceived, the 
mechanical structure would 
multiply the strength of the 
soldier-operator through 
a 
mechanical hydraulic system 
in a ratio up to 25-to-l. Thus 
to lift 1500 pounds, the op­ 
erator would actually apply 
a force of 60 pounds. 
A research prototype unit 
is scheduled for machine arid 
human factor design studies
